RFA - COMD CJOC has provided verbal auth to provide assistance to the Province of Alberta for 
the following effects: 1. Logistics/fuel support in the Kananaskis valley area; 2. Evacuation 
of Canmore hospital patients; and 3. High River evacuation assistance. 


LFWA HQ - Comd, COS, G1, and G3 have met with AEMA POC staff and returned to LFWA 
HQ. 


- 1CMBGIRU - Recce (25 pers) has rolled out the door. The Vanguard (approx 185 pers) which 
includes a robust Engr element will leave at 0100. The follow on coy from 3 VP has been called in. 
It and the CSS Coy should be rolling by 0600. By 0900 (dependent on location) we could have 
approximately 400 troops on the scene, and certainly the Vanguard should be on scene as early as 
first light. Deploying to Red Deer AB. 


JRCC - SAR has sent 1 x HERC, 1 x Griffon SAR configured, and 1 x Cormorant to Calgary. As of 
1907 hrs, the CH146 Griffon is now over the scene and the CH149 Cormorant is refuelling in Calgary 
and then continuing with SAR tasking. Also, the 17 Wg SAR CC130 Herc was just tasked to provide 
illumination over the area.

Below is a consolidated list of Alberta Emergency Management Alerts for the Flooding that is ongoing 
in Southern Alberta. 


STONEY RESERVE #142 


As of 1114 hrs, there are very elevated water levels in the Bow River that will create dangerous 
situations that will lead to flooding. There is an evacuation in effect for residents of Eden Valley, 
Bighorn and Morley. Evacuate immediately and get to higher ground. Follow the direction of 
local authorities. Residents of Bighorn and Eden Valley are to evacuate to the school. Residents of 
Morley are to evacuate to the old school. 


SIKSIKA Reserve #146 


As of 2203 hrs, there are very elevated water levels in the Bow River that will create dangerous 
situations that will lead to flooding during the overnight period and continuing into tomorrow 
moming. All residents in the low lying areas along the Bow River, including Hidden Valley Golf 
Resort, are required to evacuate to either relatives in higher ground or report to the Deer foot Sportsplex 
or the Arena located in Gleichen, as soon as possible. 


HIGH RIVER AB 

As of 1305hrs, there has been a mandatory evacuation for all residents in the Town of High River. 
Highway 2 is flooded between High River and Nanton. Traffic is being rerouted north. Land lines in 
High River are not working and cell phone service is intermittent and likely to stop working soon. 
Instructions are to evacuate immediately avoid the area and listen to local authorities for any updates. 


CALGARY AB 


As of 1149 hrs, portions of the following communities are under mandatory evacuation:Beltline, 
Bonnybrook, Bowness, Bridgeland Industrial, Chinatown Eau Claire, Cliff Bungalow, Deer Run, 
Discovery Ridge, Downtown East Village,Elbow Park, Erlton, Inglewood, Hillhurst, Mission, 
Montgomery, Quarry Park, Rideau, Riverbend, Riverdale, Roxboro, Elboya, Sunnyside, Victoria 
Park, Windsor Park. 

As of 2052 hrs, Due to severe flooding expected tonight, portions of the following communities are 
under mandatory evacuation: Discovery Ridge, Bowness, Sunnyside, Eau Claire, East Village, 
Bonnybrook, Mission, Elbow Park, Elboya, Roxboro, Rideau, Inglewood, Erlton, Cliff Bungalow, 
Victoria Park, Westmount.and. Montgomery... As of 1821hrs, portions. of Calgary communities in low- 
lying areas along the Bow and Elbow Rivers are being evacuated immediately. Calgarians are required 
to leave their homes. The areas affected are the low-lying areas of Bowness and Sunnyside in Calgary's 
northwest. This is a mandatory evacuation. Three reception centres have been set up for evacuated 
residents. Southland Leisure Centre 2000 Southland Drive Southwest and Acadia Recreation Complex 
240 90 Avenue Southeast and Centre Street Church 3900 2 Street Northeast. Instructions are to 
Evacuate immediately. Avoid rivers, valleys and low lying areas. Avoid the area. Follow the directions 
of local authorities. Listen to local authorities for any updates. 


BRAGG CREEK AB 
As of 1706 hrs, due to power outages and flooding, Rocky View County has declared a mandatory 
evacuation for the Bragg Creek area. Residents should make their way directly to the County(s 
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emergency evacuation centre at Springbank Park for All Seasons, 32224A Springbank Road, or go to 
the Banded Peak School, 230257 Highway 22 South, to be transported to the evacuation centre. Some 
residents may evacuate by travelling south on Highway 22X. Any residents who are not able to leave 
their property on their own should call 911 through their cell phones or land lines if access is still 
available. If residents do not have access, they will be reached by door-to-door efforts. Evacuate 
immediately. Avoid the area. Listen to local authorities for any updates. 


OLD MAN RIVER VALLEY AB 

As of 1620 hrs, there is a threat of extremely dangerous and rapid flooding in the County of Lethbridge 
OJdman River Valley. The County of Lethbridge declared a local state of emergency at 11:10 a.m. and 
issued an evacuation order for residents living in the Oldman River valley. An evacuee reception centre 
is at the County Administration building at #100, 905 4th Avenue South. Follow the directions of local 
authorities. Avoid rivers, valleys and low lying areas. 


BLACK DIAMOND AB 

As of 1612 hrs, the Town of Black Diamond is experiencing localized flooding. Hwy 22 is closed near 
the bridge on the west side. Evacuees can go to the Reception Centre (Oilfields Arena). Please do not try 
to go to your homes. The Water Treatment Plant was shut down due to flood & safety concerns. 
Everyone is asked to conserve water. Town water pressure has been lowered. Potable water is being 
trucked to the reservoir to try to ensure a continued supply of safe drinking water. Please make every 
effort to use water for emergency uses only, to ensure the adequacy of the water supply. Listen to local 
authorities for any updates. Follow the directions of local authorities. Avoid rivers, valleys and low 
lying areas. Take all necessary precautions. Watch for more information regarding water 
usage/availability. 


FOOTHILLS #31 

As of 0954 hrs, there is extremely dangerous and rapid flooding occurring throughout the M.D. of 
Foothills. The Municipal District of Foothills No 31 declared a State of Local Emergency at 9:20 am. 
Mandatory Evacuations: -AlJ residents living next to rivers, creeks and streams are advised to leave 
these areas immediately and all campgrounds near rivers or streams in the MD of Foothills including: 
Riverbend, Country Lane RV Park, Hogg Park and Natures Hideaway. All those who are evacuating 
these locations can proceed to the reception centre that is currently open at the FCSS Centre at Charles 
Clark Medical Centre in High River. The public is being warned to stay away from rivers, creeks and 
streams. Water levels are rising extremely quickly and there is a risk of being swept away in the current 
or riverbanks eroding in the area. Seek high ground and shelter.

COMD CJOC has provided verbal auth to provide assistance to the Province of Alberta for the following

COMD JTF W ASSESSMENT 


Provincial priorities remain SAR and delivery of humanitarian aid in the Areas of Canmore, High River, 
and Kanasakis. JTFW has embedded a RLO within the AEMA provincial ops centre to maintain shared 
situational awareness. Initial deployment the IRU Recce Group and Vanguard were successful, the Main Body 
and follow up forces are standing up. The initial urgency in conducting Casevac and emergency resupply to the 
hospitals j in Canmore and High River has been reduced by the province. JTFW will remain engaged with the 
province to ensure CF efforts align with provincial priorities.

- R903 (Cormorant) and R417 (Griffon) rescued 22 and 9 pers respectively, who were stranded on roof tops, to 
the High River airport with the help of R333 (Hercules from 435 Sqn) top cover and illumination. They stopped 
operations for crew rest in Lethbridge while R333 RTB’d. They will recommence operations at 1000 Eastern. 


- R907 (Cormorant) was enroute to High River but was forced to stop their transit in Castlegar, BC because of 
fog through the mountain passes. They are currently taking crew rest and will continue on to Alberta at 1300 
Eastern, subject to visibility. 


SAR aircraft will continue with support to hospital evacuations as needed by local authorities. There are 
currently no more SAR tasks to rescue personnel from roof tops.

We are waiting for the results of the Alberta EMA meeting which will allow us to provide you more information - expect a 
decision shortly. No official RFA has yet to be received - this meeting might change that. Up to this point, this has been 
conflicting info from the RCMP (thru JRCC) and AB EMA (thru ACCE(W)) WRT what is required - JTF(W) is saying no 
RFA is expected but the JRCC is saying that the RCMP want to evacuate High River (up to 15,000 people). We have not 
been able to get any clarification on the situation. 


if we receive the go-ahead, CJOC (thru JTFW) will take the lead. We have a 4 Wg CSS CH146 waiting on the ground in 
Calgary to assist. We also have a CH149 just inside the BC border ready to assist. ACCE(P) is just asking the Victoria 
SRR Comd for permission for it to enter AB. It looks like High River can support our helos and allow us to provide quick 
trips to p/u pers and drop them at the airport (our initial indications based on what we know). 


If more assets are required (helos with hoist), we will have a 2nd CH149 (with crew) from Comox to use and 1 x CH124 to 
backfill SAR on the west coast. 

4 Wg is modifying another CH146 with a hoist (ETRO later tonight). Unfortunately, our understanding is that 1 Wg 
CH146s without hoist are not suitable for this op.

BLUF: 8 ACCS CGS kit currently at 4 Wing is ready to deploy to the Southern AB AOR. Depending who needs to access 
the feed, a VSAT kit will need to be deployed. Required feedback ASAP to stop prep redeployment back to garrison. 


1 The 8 ACCS CGS kit assigned to support the CP140 ISR during MF46 is currently being prepared for 
redeployment to 8 Wing Trenton. Flight is currently schedule for Sun, 23 Jun 2013. Two issues must be considered: 


a. Who will want to see the feed and if it needs to be distributed outside the AOR. CGS alone can only distribute the FMV 
info locally. unless we deploy a VSAT to connect to a DND network. 4 MSE can be tasked to deploy the VSAT (contacted 
4 Wing to confirm availability); and 


b. How austere do we want to go for the set-up the kit. | recommend that we assess the location of the TF HQ or with the 
RCMP Crisis Coord center to collocate the CGS there. 


2. 8 ACCS is now working with 4 AMU to prepare their kit for redeployment to garrison and such doing W&B and 
loads prep. The sooner we get confirmation of the potential for deployment and coordinate with 4 MSE for VSAT if other 
DND agencies want access to the FMV feed, the better prepare we will be when the word comes down to deploy the ISR ~ 
capability.

1. Sir, based on telcon at ref with 8 ACCS CGS Det Comd Sgt Soulis, 8 ACCS provides the following info: 
a. CGS Det is already packed in 4 Wing/CFB Cold Lake. TO&E on ground is qty.4 x 8 ACCS pers, 1 x MOPS, 1 x Ford 
1 
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450 crew-cab pickup truck. CGS Det is currently having the eqpt weight & balanced and certified for airlift by 4 Air Mov 
Sqn in preparation for RTB flight via CC130J dep Cold Lake (for 8 Wing Trenton) as of this Sunday, 23 Jun approx 
1400hrs. CGS Det would need a stop-drop directive soon otherwise MAMS will continue making preparations to load the 
MOPS and vehicle for Sun departure. The MOPS cannot be towed on the highway, but CGS Det "Medium COA" could 
be flatbed transported to Calgary with the 450 Crewcab immediately providing CGS Det with an operating shelter and 
independent vehicle; 


b. Alternatively, CGS Det is scalable, particularly for FMV eqpt/capability. If required, just the FMV boxes and pers could 
be loaded into the 450 pickup and driven to Calgary AOR in six (6) hours, but not for operation in an austere environment 
(no tentage, electrical generators, tables, chairs, lighting etc were deployed). CGS Det. "Light COA" could be on site 
quickly if tasked but would need a hardened facility with power, shelter (not the CONOP. More discussion below); 


c. There is no network established (that 8 ACCS is aware of) to distribute FMV feeds. Without a network, 8 ACCS CGS 
Det can only distribute FMV locally. Recommendation: Co-locate CGS Det with the CF and/or RCMP Command Post 
(CP) such that FMV can be viewed within the CP and/or viewed directly on the screen by the Civilian Agencies that require 
the information. Otherwise you will need VSAT and other CIS eqpt to push the FMV into electronic distribution networks; 


d. Regarding pers augmentation, 8 ACCS CGS Det qty 4 x pers are sufficient for 24/7 FMV ops for upwards of 1-2 weeks. 
CGS Det "Austere COA": Any real-life support (RLS) or extra pers augmentation, task 42 Radar Sqn to assist as they 
have tentage, lighting, tables, chairs, generators, and austere RLS plus the people needed to facilitate CGS Det operations 
in an austere environment outside of Calgary; 


e. Line of Sight (LOS) consideration. A reminder that to conduct FMV Ops, the Line of Sight (LOS) to the CP140 Aurora 
and/or other C4ISR air assets overflying the flood AOR is a critical factor in positioning CGS Det for successful operations.

Sir, 
FYSA - this is the latest WRT the RCAF support to flooding in southern Alberta. 


Previous: 

To answer a previous RFI WRT yesterday's events, the AOC received the call from JRCC YTR at 201854z saying the RCMP were 
requesting assistance with the evac of approx 100 pers from roofs IVO High River (this number later increased to 150 pers). At 
202310z, the 4 Wg CH146 was on-scene conducting ops there, followed by the 19 Wg CH149 at 220030z and these two assets 
rescued 31 pers last night (with the assistance of the 17 Wg CC130 providing illumination in the area) prior to entering crew rest. 


Current: 

At 211613z the JFACC passed OPCON of 2 x 4 Wg CH146s, 2 x 19 Wg CH149s, and 4 x 1 Wg CH146s to the ACC (LCol 
Kimpinski). The 4 & 19 Wg assets are currently conducting ops IVO High River and 1 Wg assets are assisting with a recce and are 
ready to meet the PM on his arrival shortly for his tour of the affected areas. We are looking at airlift options to get techs and parts to 
Calgary to support the CH149s there. 


WRT SAR, the 19 Wg CH149 and CC115 are green (assets above are extra) and we have a CP140 and CH124 avail to back-up if 
issues with serviceability arise - we will monitor closely. We have also provided the ACC with a possible list of other assets that 
could be available if required. 


Way Ahead: 

The ACC intends to consolidate his assigned assets at the Calgary airport at COB today IOT better assess the situation, determine 
the future requirements, and plan the way-ahead. Once this is complete, the ACC will determine what (if any) extra assets that he 
will require and we will be ready to assist. Once things settle down, the plan is to have the ACC provide two sitreps per day to the 
AOC (imagery of RCAF assets conducting ops was requested).

My question for 
you is, what is your priority for redeployment? My assumption is that you would want the 19 Wing Cormorants to be sent 
home first (likely tomorrow) and then the CSS Griffons (likely Monday). Would you concur?

Sir, I believe you saw the DSR from last evening, below is the direction we issued to the crews this morning to try and 
keep their SA high. I am very conscious of the SAR assets and the need to gainfully employ them, or cut them loose to 
return to their home bases. That said, I also don't want to loose that capability prematurely, and end up needing them 
back. At present, the areas to the west and south of Calgary, which had been the focus of SAR efforts earlier, have now 
stabilized. However, much attention is being focused on areas east of Calgary, including Medicine Hat and Drumheller. 
At approx 1000hrs this morning, I am going with BGen Juneau to visit the Provincial Operations Centre. Following that 
visit, we expect to have a better picture of what the remaining support requirements might be. If the RCAF tasks have in 
fact shifted towards utility missions which the 1 Wing Griffons are capable of handling, I intend (with your concurrence 
sir) to approach BGen Juneau with a plan to draw down the yellow birds as early as this afternoon, with the aim of having 
all four back home by COB tomorrow. Does this seem a reasonable approach sir?

You are probably now seeing in the news and hearing in discussion with the land component that the task force is 
beginning to draw down. It is important to note that this will be a phased draw down, and will be geographically and 
capability driven. Therefore, I anticipate that we will redeploy our two CSS aircraft sometime tomorrow (on order), 
because their unique skill sets and aircraft capabilities are no longer in demand now that the rescue phase of the operation 
has passed. For the 408 aircraft and crews, the demand for utility tasks and for support to the task force, while 
decreasing, still remains. Tomorrow, in discussion with Air Div, CJOC, and the JTF Comd, we will look very closely at 
what level of aviation capability we still need, and where. I do recognize that limited support to the op can potentially 
continue even from Sqn lines. So, I need you all to stay focused on the task at hand for a bit longer. There will be no 
movement or repositioning of forces before tomorrow, so for now, keep doing what you are doing, keep everybody safe 
and rested (including yourselves!) and I will attempt to keep you well informed as I try from here to shape the decision 
making towards getting everybody home soon. Note that Capt Thomsen has and will continue to be asking for certain 
numerics and details of missions flown. I know it's a pain to have to try and produce those things, but the fact is HHQ 
insist on them, so the quicker we can pull this information together, the quicker we can wrap this up. Keep up the good 
work.

JTFW was tracking watches issued by AEMA this morning. No RFA were anticipated based on telecon with AEMA as of 
0900hrs local. The situation has rapidly deteriorated with a number of communities having declared States of Local 
Emergency (SOLE). At roughly 1300hrs local, we received notice through the JTFW JOC of a request from the RCMP in 
Southern Alberta (exact location unknown at that time) to the JRCC in Trenton, for SAR assistance, specifically removal of 
personnel cut off from flood waters. AEMA was tracking no such request. 


CURSIT 


The request for SAR assistance was initiated direct to the JRCC by the on scene commander in HIGH RIVER, AB. The 
town of HIGH RIVER, AB is being evacuated. Population of HIGH RIVER is between 10000 and 15000. According to the 
on scene commander in discussion with JRCC,,. the bulk of the evacuation will occur by road, but an unknown number of 
residents apparently cut off by flooding. RCMP helicopters are working to assist. JRCC Trenton has dispatched a SAR 
response to assist with a contribution with 1x Herc, 1x Griffon SAR variant from COLD LAKE, and 1x Cormorant from the 
West Coast. C2 is being exercised through the JRCC, but they are keeping JTFW informed. On scene commander is 
focussed on evacuation and has not identified any tasks for the CAF beyond the SAR request.

There are concerns over the utility of small boats based on the flow of the flood waters. JTFW JOC will continue to 
integrate with the POC and establish contact with the on scene commander in HIGH RIVER. JTFW forces are prepared to 
respond pending updates. More rain is forecast overnight, which would likely exacerbate the problem. 

The POC is in an update brief which began at 1700L, after which we will receive another update.

Riverbend, Riverdale, Roxboro, Elboya, Sunnyside, Victoria Park, Windsor Park. 
As of 2052 hrs, Due to severe flooding expected tonight, portions of the following 
communities are under mandatory evacuation: Discovery Ridge, Bowness, Sunnyside, 
Eau Claire, East Village, Bonnybrook, Mission, Elbow Park, Elboya, Roxboro, Rideau, 
Inglewood, Erlton, Cliff Bungalow, Victoria Park, Westmount and Montgomery. As of 
1821hrs, portions of Calgary communities in low-lying areas along the Bow and Elbow 
Rivers are being evacuated immediately. Calgarians are required to leave their homes. 
The areas affected are the low-lying areas of Bowness and Sunnyside in Calgary's 
northwest. This is a mandatory evacuation. Three reception centres have been set up for 
evacuated residents. Southland Leisure Centre 2000 Southland Drive Southwest and 
Acadia Recreation Complex 240 90 Avenue Southeast and Centre Street Church 3900 2 
Street Northeast. Instructions are to Evacuate immediately. Avoid rivers, valleys and low 
lying areas. Avoid the area. Follow the directions of local authorities. Listen to local 
authorities for any updates. 


BRAGG CREEK AB 

As of 1706 hrs, due to power outages and flooding, Rocky View County has declared a 
mandatory evacuation for the Bragg Creek area. Residents should make their way 
directly to the County’s emergency evacuation centre at Springbank Park for All Seasons, 
32224A Springbank Road, or go to the Banded Peak School, 230257 Highway 22 South, 
to be transported to the evacuation centre. Some residents may evacuate by travelling 
south on Highway 22X. Any residents who are not able to leave their property on their 
own should call 911 through their cell phones or land lines if access is still available. If 
residents do not have access, they will be reached by door-to-door efforts. Evacuate 
immediately. Avoid the area. Listen to local authorities for any updates. 


OLD MAN RIVER VALLEY AB 


As of 1620 hrs, there is a threat of extremely dangerous and rapid flooding in the County 
of Lethbridge Oldman River Valley.

As of 0954 hrs, there is extremely dangerous and rapid flooding occurring throughout the 
M.D. of Foothills. The Municipal District of Foothills No 31 declared a State of Local 
Emergency at 9:20 am. Mandatory Evacuations: -All residents living next to rivers, 
creeks and streams are advised to leave thésé areas immediately and all campgrounds 
near rivers or streams in the MD of Foothills including: Riverbend, Country Lane RV 
Park, Hogg Park and Nature’s Hideaway. All those who are evacuating these locations 
can proceed to the reception centre that is currently open at the FCSS Centre at Charles 
Clark Medical Centre in High River. The public is being warned to stay away from 
rivers, creeks and streams.

SITUATION 


Alberta has submitted a RFA through Public Safety Canada for CAF support to resupply, evacuation and re-entry of three 
critical areas in Southern Alberta: 


e HIGH RIVER 
@ CANMORE 
¢ KANANASKIS 


Hospitals in both HIGH RIVER and CANMORE (one each) fave been cut off by flood waters. Despite initial concern, they 
are not in any immediate danger but will need resupply, to fééus on the provision of generators and diesel fuel. 


KANANASKIS sees the Delta Resort isolated and in need of diesel. More concerning however, are numerous isolated 
pockets of campers who will likely need resupply and evacuation. 


While the effects of the high water levels have already beefi felt in these areas, the crest moved through CALGARY 
overnight. The full effect is as yet unknown. The communitiés of MEDICINE HAT and LETHBRIDGE may also be 
impacted in the next 24 to 48 hours. 


The POC is coordinating efforts and is tied into the JTFW JOC. 


JTFW has directed the deployment of a LCC and IRU as well as increasing notice to move warnings to a number of its 
subordinate formations. A JTFW Op Order was issued at roughly 210500L. Jun 13. 1 CMBG has communicated with the 
POC and DIRLN with DEMS has been authorized.

STONEY RESERVE #142 


As of 1114 hrs, there are very elevated water levels in the Bow River that will create dangerous 
situations that will lead to flooding. There is an evacuation in effect for residents of Eden Valley, 
Bighorn and Morley. Evacuate immediately and get to higher ground. Follow the direction of local 
authorities. Residents of Bighorn and Eden Valley are to evacuate to the school. Residents of Morley are 
to evacuate to the old school. 


SIKSIKA Reserve #146 


As of 2203 hrs, there are very elevated water levels in the Bow River that will create dangerous 
situations that will lead to flooding during the overnight period and continuing into tomorrow 
morning. All residents in the low lying areas along the Bow River, including Hidden Valley Golf 
Resort, are required to evacuate to either relatives in higher ground or report to the Deer foot Sportsplex 
or the Arena located in Gleichen, as soon as possible. 


HIGH RIVER AB 

As of 1305hrs, there has been a mandatory evacuation for all residents in the Town of High River. 
Highway 2 is flooded between High River and Nanton, Traffic is being rerouted north. Land lines in 
High River are not working and cell phone service is intermittent and likely to stop working soon. 
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Instructions are to evacuate immediately avoid the atea and listen to local authorities for any updates. 
CALGARY AB 


As of 1149 hrs, portions of the following communities are under mandatory evacuation:Beltline, 
Bonnybrook, Bowness, Bridgeland Industrial, Chitiatown Eau Claire, Cliff Bungalow, Deer Run, 
Discovery Ridge, Downtown East Village,Elbow Park, Erlton, Inglewood, Hillhurst, Mission, 
Montgomery, Quarry Park, Rideau, Riverbend, Rivérdale, Roxboro, Elboya, Sunnyside, Victoria Park, 
Windsor Park. 

As of 2052 hrs, Due to severe flooding expected tofiight, portions of the following communities are 
under mandatory evacuation: Discovery Ridge, Bowness, Sunnyside, Eau Claire, East Village, 
Bonnybrook, Mission, Elbow Park, Elboya, Roxbéfo, Rideau, Inglewood, Erlton, Cliff Bungalow, 
Victoria Park, Westmount and Montgomery. As 6f 1821hrs, portions of Calgary communities in low- 
lying areas along the Bow and Elbow Rivers are béing evacuated immediately. Calgarians are required 
to leave their homes. The areas affected are the low-lying areas of Bowness and Sunnyside in Calgary's 
northwest. This is a mandatory evacuation. Three réception centres have been set up for evacuated 
residents. Southland Leisure Centre 2000 Southlarid Drive Southwest and Acadia Recreation Complex 
240 90 Avenue Southeast and Centre Street Churcli 3900 2 Street Northeast. Instructions are to 
Evacuate immediately. Avoid rivers, valleys and low lying areas. Avoid the area. Follow the directions 
of local authorities. Listen to local authorities for airy updates. 


BRAGG CREEK AB 

As of 1706 hrs, due to power outages and flooding, Rocky View County has declared a mandatory 
evacuation for the Bragg Creek area. Residents should make their way directly to the County’s 
emergency evacuation centre at Springbank Park for All Seasons, 32224A Springbank Road, or go to 
the Banded Peak School, 230257 Highway 22 Souitli, to be transported to the evacuation centre. Some 
residents may evacuate by travelling south on Higliway 22X. Any residents who are not able to leave 
their property on their own should call 911 through their cell phones or land lines if access is still 
available. If residents do not have access, they will be reached by door-to-door efforts. Evacuate 
immediately. Avoid the area. Listen to local authorities for any updates. 


OLD MAN RIVER VALLEY AB 

As of 1620 hrs, there is a threat of extremely dangérous and rapid flooding in the County of Lethbridge 
Oldman River Valley. The County of Lethbridge declared a local state of emergency at 11:10 a.m. and 
issued an evacuation order for residents living in thé Oldman River valley. An evacuee reception centre 
is at the County Administration building at #100, 905 4th Avenue South. Follow the directions of local 
authorities. Avoid rivers, valleys and low lying aréas. 


BLACK DIAMOND AB 

As of 1612 hrs, the Town of Black Diamond is expériencing localized flooding. Hwy 22 is closed near 
the bridge on the west side. Evacuees can go to the Reception Centre (Oilfields Arena). Please do not try 
to go to your homes. The Water Treatment Plant was shut down due to flood & safety concerns. 
Everyone is asked to conserve water. Town water pressure has been lowered. Potable water is being 
trucked to the reservoir to try to ensure a continued supply of safe drinking water. Please make every 
effort to use water for emergency uses only, to enstife the adequacy of the water supply. Listen to local 
authorities for any updates. Follow the directions of local authorities. Avoid rivers, valleys and low lying 
areas. Take all necessary precautions. Watch for more information regarding water usage/availability. 


FOOTHILLS #31 


As of 0954 hrs, there is extremely dangerous and rapid flooding occurring throughout the M_D. of 
Foothills. The Municipal District of Foothills No 31 declared a State of Local Emergency at 9:20 am. 
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Mandatory Evacuations: -All residents living next to rivers, creeks and streams are advised to leave 
these areas immediately and all campgrounds near rivers or streams in the MD of Foothills including: 
Riverbend, Country Lane RV Park, Hogg Park and Nature’s Hideaway. All those who are evacuating 
these locations can proceed to the reception centre that is currently open at the FCSS Centre at Charles 
Clark Medical Centre in High River.

There are no coastal watches or 
warnings in effect. There have been no reports of damage, injuries or deaths. Barry dissipated late 20 Jun. 
This is the final warning issued by the NHC.

Wildland Urban Interface Fire 

e 2013 Wildland Urban Interface Fire Season -Update. MB: On 19 Jun, as a result of improving fire and 
smoke conditions and favorable forecasted weathef conditions, Manitoba Conservation and AANDC agreed 
to begin returning evacuees to the communities of War Lake FN/Ilford and York Factory FN. While the fires 
remains Classified as out of control, favourable wifid conditions and successful fire suppression efforts have 
helped prevent infrastructure damage and direct thé fires away from both communities. Planning for 
repatriation of the approximately 450 evacuees cufténtly being hosted in Thompson, Brandon and Winnipeg 
is ongoing. 


Flooding 

2013 Flooding — Update. AB: Heavy rainfall from 19 = 21 Jun has resulted in flash-flooding in southern 
Alberta. 

States of local emergency were declared on 20 Jun for the Municipal District of Bighorn, Canmore, Calgary, Kananaskis, 
Exshaw, Turner Valley, Crowsnest Pass, Black Diamond, High River, Lethbridge and Cochrane. Flood Wamings regarding 
rapidly rising water levels were in effect as of 20:00 EDT on 20 Jun for the Red Deer, Bow and Oldman River Basins. 

On 20 Jun, approximately 50 isolated residents were evacuated from the district municipality of Bighorn and a voluntary 
evacuation of 30 low-lying homes was recommended in Turnér Valley. Approximately one-third of the Town of Canmore 
was evacuated and a mandatory evacuation was ordered for the Town of High River, where there were reportedly 
approximately 150 people stranded on roof tops. 

A request for the assistance of Canadian Armed Forces support to assist with accessing and evacuating isolated 
communities in Alberta was received at 01:30 EDT on 21 Juri. Industry Canada is addressing damage to 
telecommunications infrastructure that was reported on 20 Jun due to flooding in High River. 

Numerous road closures have been reported in the affected areas. The CP Rail line was closed due to reported washouts 
in the vicinity of Canmore. Residents of Turner Valley have 6éen advised to shelter in place as a result of a ruptured sour 
gas line near the Sheep River. 

The GOC will continue to monitor flood conditions and sharé information and analysis with its partners as significant 
developments occur.

As of 1821hrs, portions of Calgary communities in low-lying areas along the Bow and Elbow 
Rivers are being evacuated immediately. Calgarians are required to leave their homes. The areas affected are the 
low-lying areas of Bowness and Sunnyside in Calgary's northwest. This is a mandatory evacuation. Three 
reception centres have been set up for evacuated residerits. Southland Leisure Centre 2000 Southland Drive 
Southwest and Acadia Recreation Complex 240 90 Avenue Southeast and Centre Street Church 3900 2 Street 
Northeast. Instructions are to Evacuate immediately. Avoid rivers, valleys and low lying areas. Avoid the area. 
Follow the directions of local authorities. Listen to local authorities for any updates. 


BRAGG CREEK AB 

As of 1706 hrs, due to power outages and flooding, Rocky View County has declared a mandatory evacuation 
for the Bragg Creek area. Residents should make their way directly to the County’s emergency evacuation centre 
at Springbank Park for All Seasons, 32224A Springbank Road, or go to the Banded Peak School, 230257

Land lines in High River are not 
working and cell phone service is intermittent and likely to stop working soon. Instructions are to evacuate 
immediately avoid the area and listen to local authorities for any updates. 


CALGARY AB 


Portions of the following communities are under mandatory evacuation:Beltline, Bonnybrook, Bowness, 
Bridgeland Industrial, Chinatown Eau Claire, Cliff Bungalow, Deer Run, Discovery Ridge, Downtown 
East Village,Elbow Park, Erlton, Inglewood, Hillhurst, Mission, Montgomery, Quarry Park, Rideau, 
Riverbend, Riverdale, Roxboro, Elboya, Sunnyside, Victoria Park, Windsor Park Two more communities 
were added to the evacuation list late last night: Douglasdale and Westmount/Hillhurst.

The County has established an emergency evacuation centre at the Springbank Community High School / Park 
for All Seasons complex at 32224A Springbank Road. Residents can also go to the Banded Peak School, 
230257 Highway 22 South, to be transported to the evacuation centre. 


Lethbridge County AB 

Follow the directions of local authorities. Avoid rivers, valleys and low lying areas. The Travers 
Reservoir spill way gates have been opened and higher than historic high flows are expected in the Little 
Bow Basin within the County of Lethbridge. 


BLACK DIAMOND AB 

As of 1612 hrs, the Town of Black Diamond is experiencing localized flooding. Hwy 22 is closed near the 
bridge on the west side. Evacuees can go to the Reception Centre (Oilfields Arena). Please do not try to go to 
your homes. The Water Treatment Plant was shut down due to flood & safety concerns. Everyone is asked to 
conserve water.

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GENERAL 
1. Current Situation. Heavy rainfall from 19 — 21 Jun has resulted in flash-flooding in southern Alberta. 


A request for the assistance of Canadian Armed Forces logistics, engineering and aviation assets to assist with accessing 
and supporting isolated communities in Alberta was received by the Government Operations Centre at 01:30 EDT on 21 
Jun. 


States of local emergency declared have been declared for the Municipal District of Bighorn, Canmore, Calgary, 
Kananaskis, Exshaw, Turner Valley, Crowsnest Pass, Black Diamond, High River, Lethbridge and Cochrane, Municipal 
District of Foothills, Municipal District of Willow Creek, Siksika Reserve, Sundre, Mountain View County, Red Deer 
and Fort Macleod. 


A number of High Stream Flow Advisories and Flood Watches are in place in southern Alberta. Flood Warnings 
regarding rapidly rising water levels were in effect as of 10:00 EDT on 21 Jun for the Bow, Red Deer and Oldman River 
Basins. 


Reporting as of 10:00 EDT 21 Jun indicates evacuations for a number of communities, including:

As of 1114 hrs, there are very elevated water levels in the Bow River that will create dangerous 
situations that will lead to flooding. There is an evacuation in effect for residents of Eden Valley, 
Bighorn and Morley. Evacuate immediately and get to higher ground. Follow the direction of local 
authorities. Residents of Bighorn and Eden Valley are to evacuate to the school. Residents of Morley are 
to evacuate to the old school. 


SIKSIKA Reserve #146 

As of 2203 hrs, there are very elevated water levels in the Bow River that will create dangerous 
situations that will lead to flooding during the overnight period and continuing into tomorrow morning. 
All residents in the low lying areas along the Bow River, including Hidden Valley Golf Resort, are 
required to evacuate to either relatives in higher ground or report to the Deer foot Sportsplex or the 
Arena located in Gleichen, as soon as possible. 


HIGH RIVER AB 

As of 1305hrs, there has been a mandatory evacuation for all residents in the Town of High River. 
Highway 2 is flooded between High River and Nanton, Traffic is being rerouted north. Land lines in 
High River are not working and cell phone service is intermittent and likely to stop working soon. 
Instructions are to evacuate immediately avoid the area and listen to local authorities for any updates. 
CALGARY AB | 
Portions of the following communities are under mandatory evacuation:Beltline, Bonnybrook, 
Bowness, Bridgeland Industrial, Chinatown Eau Claire, Cliff Bungalow, Deer Run, Discovery

A release of sour gas from a pipeline containing approximately one per cent hydrogen sulphide 
(H2S) in the Town of Turner Valley. Alberta Energy Regulator staff are on site and are working 
with the Town of Turner Valley and Legacy Oil and Gas Ltd. Evacuation order for specific areas 
remains in place. Follow www.turnervalley.ca for updates. 


TOWN OF BANFF 

The bow river basin has received 250 millimeters of precipitation since Wednesday morning and 
the river levels are rising in response to heavy precipitation. There is a large amount of water 
travelling across land. This is leading to localized flooding. The areas around the Bow river and its 
tributaries have reached dangerous flooding levels, . 


Evacuation orders have been issued for 100 Birch Avenue Rocky Mountain Coop Number 2. 


Please avoid areas around the Bow river and areas south of the Banff avenue bridge. Go to 
www.banff.ca for information updates. 


BRAGG CREEK. AB 
Due to power outages and flooding, Rocky View County has declared a mandatory evacuation for 
the Hamlet of Bragg Creek area. 


The County has established an emergency evacuation centre at the Springbank Community High 
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School / Park for All Seasons complex at 32224A Springbank Road. Residents can also go to the 
Banded Peak School, 230257 Highway 22 South, to be transported to the evacuation centre. 


Lethbridge County AB 

Travers Reservoir has been opened and higher than historic high flows are expected in the Little 
Bow Basin in the County of Lethbridge. The nofinal flow is 3 m3/second and expected to peak at 
60 m3/second in the next 12 hours or less. Alberta Environment expects all bridge crossings to be 
wiped out on Highways 522, 845, 25, Cameron Crossing at 11-2, Peacock Crossing 13-0. 


BLACK DIAMOND AB 

As of 1612 hrs, the Town of Black Diamond is expériencing localized flooding. Hwy 22 is closed near 
the bridge on the west side.

GENERAL 


1. Current Situation. OVERVIEW INFORMATION 


What Has Occurred: An intense weather system moving through southern Alberta has brought 
heavy rains and resulted in multiple serious flooding events. The Red Deer, Bow, Sheep, Elbow, 
Highwood and Oldman river basins are all experiencing significant flooding events. Several 
major transportation corridors have been closed as a result of the flooding and several 
communities are either cut-off or at risk of beitig cut-off. Areas affected include the: Town of 
Canmore, Municipal District of Bighorn, Hamlet of Exshaw, Town of Black Diamond, Town of 
High River, Town of Turner Valley, the Village of Kananaskis the Municipality of Crowsnest 
Pass, the Town of Cochrane, the Town of Sundré, the Town of Okotoks, the City of Calgary, the 
City of Lethbridge, the Municipal District of Willow Creek #26, Vulcan County, the City of Red 
Deer, the Town of Fort Macleod, MD of Ranchland, Cypress County, Lethbridge County, MD of 
Foothills, City of Medicine Hat, Mountainview County, Red Deer County, Rocky View County, 
Siksika Nation, Stoney Nation, Tsuu T’ina Nation, and the Town of Redcliff. As a result of the 
high stream flow on the Sheep River, a sour gas pipeline ruptured near the Town of Turner 
Valley.

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Initial Time of Event: 0225hrs 20 June 2013 


Latest Information Source & Time Received: AEMA Field Officer reports to 1500hrs 21 
June. POC Operational Sit Rep 1230hrs 21 June. AER situation update at 1200hrs 
updating H2S releases. 


Health Impacts: Isolation of communities has the potential to impair EMS response. Alberta 
Health Services has positioned additional assets in Tumer Valley in case the town becomes 
isolated. Hospitals in Sundre and High River are being evacuated. Hospital in Canmore is 
sheltering in place running on generator power. 


Evacuations: 


Canmore: Evacuations expanded into the “Grotto” area, but many residents are “not interested” 
in leaving. Main bridge into Grotto currently stable and is the only control access into or out of 
that area. Banff Fire Department on scene per mutual aid agreement. The goal is to eventually 
consolidate the evacuees into the Canmore Composite High School and operate one reception 
centre. At present all evacuees have been provided short term housing out of the reception area 
except for one individual who is in need of overnight accommodations. The municipality has 
gone door to door to inform those at highest risk of the situation and provide guidance on actions 
should they need to evacuate. The mandatory evacnpation order for the neighbourhood of Palliser 
has been lifted and residents are returning home. Canmore is reportedly in the early stages of 
re-entry planning. 


MD of Bighorn (Hamlet of Exshaw): Supplies (cots etc.) flown in to isolated evacuees. 
Approximately 50 people have been evacuated to the Exshaw municipal office. The total 
population of the Hamlet is approximately 360 persons. Reports are the road out of the 
community is now passable and the community is no longer isolated. 


Turner Valley: 39 residents evacuated from Turner Gate and Poverty Flats areas of Turner 
Valley. 69 residents reported to be sheltering in place in the areas of Bailey Hill and Bailey 
Bridge. Additional evacuees in the area due to flooding, numbers not known at this time. Check 
in point for evacuees due to the release set up at Turner Valley Library, social services on scene. 
The rest of the population of Turner Valley had been advised to shelter in place as a result of the 
sour gas leak near the Sheep River. This sour gas leak has now been resolved and it is 
expected the residents will be allowed to return to their residences. Red Cross has dispatched 
staff and supplies to the area. 


High River: It is reported that a significant portion of High River has been flooded, forcing 
evacuations. The entire town is under a mandatory evacuation order. Evacuees were being asked 
to report to the reception centre at the Highwood High School, however that location is now 
considered “at risk” and evacuees are being moved to a secondary reception centre in Nanton at 
the Tom Horneker Recreation Centre. Another reception centre is being considered in 
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Claresholm. A planning team consisting of planners from AEMA, ESRD, AH and AB 
Transportation, and GoA Communications staff are enroute High River to assist planning 
for support to evacuees, re-entry and interim housing. 


County of Rocky View: Redwood Meadows (6n Tsuu T’ina First Nation territory) residents 
evacuated as berm is in danger of breaching. Voluntary evacuations have begun in Bragg Creek 
with residents being sent to the Reception Centre at the Springbank Park for All Seasons 
building. Jumping pound creek has breached it's banks and is flooding. A reception Center was 
opened earlier for evacuees from other areas of Rocky View. Roadways to Bragg Creek closed 
but still allowing people to leave under voluntaty evacuation with a muster point at Bragg Creek 
school. Two families trapped one being rescued by loader, and another family was reported to be 
sheltering in place on their roof. Rocky View EOC confirms STARS Air Ambulance made a fly 
by after this report, and the family was no longer on the roof but appeared to be inside the home. 
A follow up call to the residence confirmed the residents felt they were “fine.” 


Kananaskis: The 700 people who were sheltering in place at the Delta Kananaskis lodge 
have now departed, as the road has been repaired and opened to light traffic. It is believed 
that up to 500 people were evacuated to a reception centre in Red Deer (to be confirmed). 
Kananaskis EOC located at Canmore provincial building. 25 evacuees staying in emergency 
services building in Kananaskis Country, six bridges lost in area either approaches, abutments or 
decks gone. Delta Kananaskis hotel is on generator power. 


Calgary: The City of Calgary has initiated a “controlled” evacuation of the entire 
downtown core. Mandatory evacuation orders have been issued for the following communities 
along the Elbow River; Discovery Ridge, Bowness, Sunnyside, Eau Claire, East Village, 
Bonnybrook, Mission, Elbow Park, Elboya, Roxboro, Rideau, Inglewood, Erlton, Cliff 
Bungalow, Victoria Park, Westmount, Montgomery, Bonnybrook, Riverbend and Quarry Park. 
Residents are encouraged to find shelter with fatnily or friends for the next 72 hours minimum. 
Reception centres have been set up at Southland Leisure Centre, 2000 Southland Dr. S.W. and at 
Acadia Recreation Complex, 240 90 Ave. S.E. Residents will not be allowed access to those 
communities after 1500hrs, 20 June. Calgary Zoo is being evacuated. Evacuations are ongoing 
with up to 75,000 persons affected, but reports ate reception centres are not busy. The Elbow 
River has peaked today but is maintaining. The Bow River may have also peaked, but 
confirmation is difficult due to the loss of several sensors. Evacuation personnel are under 
stress and may need reinforcements. Transit services ongoing, 15 busses and drivers on standby 
for evacuation purposes. 28 members of Canada Task Force 2 deployed currently. 


Okotoks: The evacuation notice has been lifted for all affected areas in Okotoks and 
residents may return home. 


Mountain View County: Evacuations remain in effect in areas southwest of Sundre from the 


Molman Subdivision to Coyote Creek, with evacuees being sent to reception centre at Olds 
College. 
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Sundre: Evacuated residents from the East side of the river in Sundre reporting to reception 
centre at Olds College. The mandatory evacuation order has been lifted with the exception 
of the Riverside RV Park and 13 residents of a Seniors Lodge. 


Red Deer: All residents of the Lions Campground have been evacuated, and all public areas 
adjacent to the Red Deer River have been closed. 


MD of Willow Creek #26: The Twin Valley Reservoir will be opened this morning. All 
residents south of Twin Valley Reservoir are advised to evacuate immediately. The 
evacuation centre is located in the Town of Stayely in the town's community hall. 


Local Authority Emergency Operation Centre (EOC) Activated: Mountain View County, City of 
Red Deer, MD of Foothills (relocated to Heritage Point fire hall), The Town of Canmore 
(Reduced staffing overnight, ramping up again at 0700hrs 21 June) , Municipal District of 
Bighorn, and the Town of Turner Valley, have activated their EOCs. The towns of Cochrane, 
Black Diamond and High River along with the village of Kananaskis, the Municipality of 
Crowsnest Pass, the County of Rocky View, City of Lethbridge, the City of Calgary, the City of 
Red Deer and the Town of Fort Macleod have activated their EOCs. Fortis Alberta. 


UPDATE INFORMATION 


Developments Since Last Report and Current Activities: 


An Assistant Deputy Minister Task Force (created in 2011 for the Slave Lake wildfire) has 
been re-convened to coordinate government support for the recovery of communities 
impacted by the flooding. The province has formally requested the support of the Canadian 
Armed Forces. The military will provide unique support in the form of helicopters, 
engineering equipment, and logistical assets that are required for the evacuation of 
distressed persons and delivery of essential materials and aid in Kananaskis Country, High 
River, and Canmore. The City of Medicine Hat has also requested material assistance from 
the Commander of CFB Suffield (sandbags and sandbag machine). 

ESRD is sending pumps to Bragg Creek and the Town of Claresholm to help in managing 
flood waters in those areas. Water Management Operations staff continue to manage 
inflows/outflows in reservoirs. Alberta's sheriffs, Fish and Wildlife officers, commercial 
vehicle enforcement officers and other staff continue to work with and support emergency 
responders to help keep people in the affected areas stay safe. This is an extraordinary 
situation and staff, including enforcement staff, courts staff and corrections staff have 
stepped beyond their usual roles to help Calgary Zoo staff relocate animals. 

Canmore: Members of the Department of National Defense Immediate Reaction Unit are 
expected to arrive at the Canmore EOC today, Crews continue working on re-enforcing 
river banks and related infrastructure in the Town of Canmore. Alberta Health Services 
reports patients at the Canmore Hospital are stable, and they have a diesel generator 
providing power. The hospital experienced some flooding, but at this time their generator 
is safe and patient care/daily operations have not been affected. They are working with 
ESRD to get fuel flown in. Water levels on the Bow River near Canmore are expected to 
peak today. The Canmore EOC will begin work on a re-entry plan today. 
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MD of Bighorn (including Hamlet of Exshaw): The road to Exshaw to the West is 
reportedly passable again, meaning the community is no longer isolated. Some power was 
restored late Thursday. 


Turner Valley: Potable water is not a concern at this time as they have a six month reserve 
of raw water storage. EMS coverage has been addressed with units strategically placed in 
Turner Valley and Black Diamond. The H2S well release that initiated some evacuations on 
Thursday has been effectively shut in and is tio longer a concern. 


Black Diamond: EMS coverage has been addressed with units strategically placed in 
Turner Valley and Black Diamond. 


High River: The High River Hospital has bégun to evacuate the patients who were 
at the EOC today. An impacted communications node in the region has made 
telecommunications sporadic throughout the area. 


Kananaskis: Members of the DND Immediate Reaction Unit are expected to arrive at the 

EOC today. Alberta Tourism, Parks and Recreation Tourism, Parks and Recreation staff 
have evacuated campgrounds to keep people safe, are assisting people who are stranded in 
Kananaskis Country and directly contacting people who had booked camping reservations 
to ensure they are aware of the situation. The 700 people previously reported sheltering in 
the Delta Hotel are in the process of self-evacuating. 


County of Rocky View: The situation in Bragg Creek has stabilized, but not changed. A 
mandatory evacuation order remains in place for the hamlet of Bragg Creek, with 
voluntary evacuation orders for the nearby communities. The Elbow River near Bragg 
Creek crested yesterday afternoon. 


Town of Sundre: The Red Deer River has dropped 1.5 metres since last night. As a result 
the mandatory evacuation order has been downgraded to a 2 hour notice to evacuate. The 
only community still under mandatory evacuation order is the Riverside RV park. 


Town of Cochrane: There are no road or bridge closures in Cochrane at this time. The 
Bow River and Jumpingpound Creek peaked last night and are currently considered stable. 


City of Lethbridge: All schools within the City of Lethbridge are open today, however 
public areas in the River Valley are all closed. 


City of Calgary: The downtown core is reportedly being systematically evacuated due to 
flooding and power issues. Power has been shut off in evacuated communities for the safety 
of citizens and first responders; however, Enmax is unable to isolate portions of the power 
grid by community. As a result, neighbourhoods bordering evacuated communities may 
also be experiencing power outages. All Calgary Board of Education and Calgary Separate 
School Board schools are closed. There is no access through the downtown core via transit 
or c-train. Numerous downtown buildings have been closed including The City’s Municipal 
Complex, Public Building and Andrew Davison Building. As flows stand now, it is 
anticipated Bow River water levels will stay steady. Water levels in both rivers are expected 
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to remain extremely high for several days. Numerous roads and bridges throughout the 
city are closed. AESRD has confirmed both the Bow and Elbow rivers through Calgary 
have now crested. 


Okotoks: Levels on the Sheep River continue to recede. The evacuation notice has been 
lifted for all affected areas in Okotoks and residents may return home. Overland flooding 
has occurred at the Sheep River Park and many adjacent low lying areas. All roads 

have re-opened. Water quality remains good. 


Downstream impacts: Communities downstream from the currently impacted communities 
have been advised of the flooding threat. The most significant concern is the City of 
Medicine Hat, where levels and flows are anticipated to exceed those experienced in 2005. 
An AEMA Field Officer is being deployed to the downstream communities to provide 
advice on mitigation and to be in place during response. 


ESRD River Forecast Centre (RFC) is on 24/7 operations. ESRD Flood Response Coordination 
Centre (FRCC) continues to coordinate ESRD activities related to this event.

¢ Flood Warning remains in effect for the Little Red Deer River. The upper Little 
Red Deer River basin received between 40 and 80 mm of precipitation since 
Wednesday morning and the River is rising quickly in response to the heavy 
precipitation. 

¢ Flood Warning remains in effect for the Elbow River downstream of Glenmore 
Dam including the City of Calgary, and the Bow River downstream of the City of 
Calgary including the City of Calgary. 

e Flood Warning remains in effect for the tributaries of the Bow River upstream of 
Calgary including Cougar Creek, the Elbow River upstream of Glenmore Dam, the 
Sheep River, and the Highwood River and its tributaries. 

¢ Flood Warning remains in effect for Fish Creek. 


e Flood Watch remains in effect for the Bow River mainstem upstream of the City of 
Calgary. 

¢ Flood Warning remains in effect for the Oldman River downstream of the Oldman 
Dam and Willow Creek. 

¢ Flood Watch remains in effect for the Oldman River and its tributaries upstream of 
the Oldman Reservoir. 

e High Streamflow Advisory remains in effect for the Waterton River and its 
tributaries upstream of the Waterton Dam, St. Mary River and its tributaries 
upstream of St. Mary Dam, Pincher Creek and the Belly River. 
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e River levels of rivers streams in the Upper Oldman, Bow River, Red Deer River, 
North Saskatchewan River basins are rising. .

Future Planned Activities: 

The Department of National Defense has engaged Joint Task Force West (JTFW) who have 
deployed their Immediate Reaction Unit (RU). The IRU consists of approximately 300 
people and they expect to have advanced teaitis (approximately 150 people) in Kananaskis, 
Canmore and High River later this morning. Specifically they will be tasked with logistics 
and securing fuel for Kananaskis, and assisting with evacuations in Canmore and High 
River. 


Local authorities will continue with response arid recovery efforts. 


Analysis / Assessment: This is a rapidly changing, complex operational environment. The 
scope and scale of the pressures being felt across the region are significant, but being 
managed by local authorities to the best of their abilities. The POC is working to obtain 
broad situational awareness in order to properly coordinate the many GoA resources that 
are already directly and indirectly responding to the situation.

Deaths: 
4 fatalities to date. Three have been recovered and one pending recovery.

Medicine Hat: 

The have conducted a proactive evac of 10000 pers. They are looking at the potential of moving 
the inmates at the Remand Center. They have medical facilities operating on both sides of the 
river. 


Drumheller:

Hospital patients will shelter in place.

I am now focused on the town of Medicine Hat which has 
seen the deployment of 1 CMBG reserve based on 3 PPCLI into the Area with LdSH (RC) 
and 41 CBG elms in support. Reconnaissance movement as of 22 1800Z 06 13 Throughout 
the AOR there has been reports of death and injury with 75000 personnel dislocated from 
there homes. There is serious damage to infrastructure within and around the Calgary 
metropolis. The unique capabilities of Power, Potable Water, and Bridging remain a 
concern. The AOR remains complex and the scope and scale of the pressures being felt 
across the region remain significant. Coordination with local authorities remains effective. 
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My flanking Units are placed on 24 hrs NTM and we continue to track the NE 
Saskatchewan water levels. Commanders Assessment ends.

Sir, 


Overall a very productive day that culminated with the déployment of the 3 VP BG to Medicine Hat (Sector East). 
The Brigade is in full swing now, and with the addition of the 41 CBG elements, we have over 2000 troops 
committed to the task. | do not believe that we should 66mmit any more troops to the fray at this point- indeed | 
feel that we are only 24-48 hours away from consideririg thinning out or reassignment of forces. 
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LdSH(RC) - Sector West 


In addition to the initial evacuation of 120 pers with TCV fram KANANASKIS Village, the coordination of 
evacuation of special needs personnel from WILLIAM WALTON LODGE (WWL) has gone well, and 36 soldiers, 2 
x GRIFFON, 1 x CORMORANT have managed to evacuate 73 pers with additional 35 to be evacuated by 0200 
evacuation of the entire KANANASKIS region. With the remediation of Route 40 by our Engineers .up to 
Kananaskis Village, and the evacuation of the special needs people in WWL, the Kananaskis authorities are now 
convinced that they can handle any further evacuation with their own means and will not require additional military 
assistance. Additionally, our assistance with the transportation of tools and parts to the Kananaskis Village 
means that they now have power and potable water. In the CANMORE Area, A Coy has been manning 
information posts on the re-entry points to COUGAR CREEK, and assisted in the pumping of water from the 
hospital in CANMORE (it is now open to ambs for first time in 2 days) - they will relocate to Bow River with the 
rest of the BG tomorrow morning. 


Assessment. The local authorities in Kananaskis and Canmore are now into the stage of re-entry and 
remediation, less the evacuation in WWL. and South, which will now be managed by municipal and provincial 
assets. CO LdSH assesses that there are no longer any tasks for his personnel. The Calgary Stampede 
Breakfast Committee is laying on a Stampede Breakfast for his BG tomorrow morning. He will continue to liaise 
with authorities in both regions, but it is unlikely that there will be any further tasks from Canmore or 
KANANASKIS. | may be able to thin out or reassign the bulk of the BG in the next 24 hours, whether it be to 
Edmonton to reconstitute my Reserve, or to other tasks further East. 


1VP - Sector Central 


The focus is very much on continuing the clearance searches and approximately 20 percent of HIGH RIVER has 
now been searched in detail. CS 0 has been established, co-located at fire hall with civil authorities. Under the 
lead of RCMP, elements are conducting house by house searches of town. For the next 24 hours, elements of the 
BG will continue to provide mobility support to joint EOC, Police, Power and Gas elements. These tasks require 
approximately a company worth of soldiers as well as supporting engineers. They will also work to continue to 
improve passage of info and coord between military, police and civilian elements |OT complete tasks. 


Assessment Of some concern is that there remains a sizeable citizen footprint in the town. These pers who did 
not evac, are remaining in place but police are blocking return of other citizens from outside town. This is causing 
some tension amongst the populace and with the City staff, both of whom who are less inclined to wait while the 
RCMP completes its very methodical sweep of the town.

3VP Sector East 


The 3 PPCLI Recce Party is in Medicine Hat and as at 222330 Jun, the lead coys were expected to arrive within 
the hour. The city plan to build a berm along the South side of the river.has been reassessed as inadequate, and 
they now plan to move the berm line inland an additional 3 blocks. There is a requirement to build 1.5 Km of berm 
and dyke by 240600 Jun. CO 3 VP plans to start within the hour. His SALH elements are filling sandbags now, 
and as soon as bus parties arrive, he will work them until 23 0400 Jun, before allowing a brief period of forced 
rest. It is his assessment that the limiting factor will not be personnel, but rather the arrival of Hesco Bastion and 
earth fill prior to the cresting of the river. The City has requested Hesco from Winnipeg, and we are awaiting 
authority from CJOC to release 1500m Hescos from 7 CFSD. My staff and yours are working on procuring the 53' 
flatbed trailers and trucks that will be required to move that amount of Hesco. 


Assessment This will be a race against time. If CO 3 VP requires additional soldiers, they can be freed up from 
LdSH and 1 VP BGs with no to negligible impact on activities in their sectors. Having said that, it is too early to 
tell if more labour will make a difference - that should be clear by tomorrow morning.

41 TBG - Sector Calgary 


The TBG is currently assisting the Calgary Fire Department with mobility, assigning 4 x assault boats to move 
through flood affected communities and allow Calgary Fife to identify anyone still remaining in the area. The task 
is expected to be complete by 2200 hrs this evening. Eaflier task today of assisting Calgary City officials in 
conducting a recce of berms along the Elbow River is néw complete, with all DRCs returned to Currie Barracks. 
Future activities will likely include possible berm / sandbag tasks and support to the evacuation of a Calgary 
community (TBD). 


Assessment CEMA is very well organised and resourcéd. We will continue to help where we can. | intend to 
leave the TBG in location as long as there are viable tasks for them to complete. 


1CER 


The Regiment has been busy with much of its capability allocated to support the BGs They have completed a 
recce and minor repairs of Hwy 1 and 1A from Canmofé to Calgary. All re pavement intact and trafficable by civ 
patterns. The continue to support mobility of RCMP within HIGH RIVER and to conduct route remediation of Hwy 
40 (Kananaskis Trail). At approx 1830hrs, the LCC HQ feceived word that the Crowfoot Ferry was in danger of 
breaking free of his mooring lines, and potentially releasing down river to BASSANO Dam. Elements from the 1 
CER IRU were quickly dispatched to conduct an assessment of the scene, including a recce party, dive team, 1 
CER Dive Boats, and elements NAVRES from HMCS TECUMSEH . In discussions with the Alberta Transport 
reps on the scene, they have determined that the ferry is still safely anchored, and that attempts to improve its 
anchoring may well endanger the existing anchors. 


Assessment As is to be expected, there are an abundafice of tasks for the engineers. As coy and BG elms no 
longer require their Engineer assets, they will be reassigned to support the main effort. | am also considering 
using the Regimental HQ as a C2 node that will allow mMé to conduct an economy of force mission in Sector West. 


Overall Assessment 


| believe that in the next 24 hours, we will have a much better sense of the ongoing requirement for our support to 


economy of force mission in the West, a reconstituted BG sized reserve in Edmonton, and a reduced presence in 
the Center, all within the next 48 hours. This will allow US to recock and reload for potential follow on tasks if 
required, and set the conditions for the successful mission termination of Op LENTUS.

GENERAL 


1. Current Situation. 
OVERVIEW INFORMATION

The ACC did evacuate 31 people using the GRIFFONS, and 76 people with the 
CORMORANTS. This Task was complete by 0200 hrs local. 


The assessment by the LCC Commander is that in the next 24 hours, we will have a 
much better sense of the ongoing requirement for our support to Sector West, Sector 
Central, and a more defined assessment of troops to task in Sector East. He envisage 
an economy of force mission in the West déveloping, a reconstituted BG sized reserve in 
Edmonton, and a reduced presence in the Genter, all within the next 48 hours. This will 
allow our forces to prepare for potential follow on tasks if required, and set the conditions 
for the success of Op LENTUS.

GoA staff 
may also be deployed to provide relief. Many portable radios were lost during flooding 
and some communications problems have developed as a result. High River has asked 
POC Logistics to supply radios. POC Logistics is following up. Bell Canada has 
reported a severed fibre optic cable approximately 2km south of High River. Repair 
efforts are underway and once complete will restore phone service to Bell customers 
south of High River. The offer of two temporary bridges from the Federal Government is 
being considered. Three fatalities have been reported, with two of the bodies 
successfully recovered.

Overall a very productive day that culminated with the deployment of the 3 VP BG to Medicine Hat (Sector East). 
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The Brigade is in full swing now, and with the addition 6f the 41 CBG elements, we have over 2000 troops 
committed to the task. | do not believe that we should 66mmit any more troops to the fray at this point - indeed | 
feel that we are only 24-48 hours away from consideririg thinning out or reassignment of forces. 


LdSH(RC) - Sector West 


In addition to the initial evacuation of 120 pers with TCV from KANANASKIS Village, the coordination of 
evacuation of special needs personnel from WILLIAM WALTON LODGE (WWL) has gone well, and 36 soldiers, 2 
x GRIFFON, 1 x CORMORANT have managed to evaéiiate 73 pers with additional 35 to be evacuated by 0200 
when military helos will come off station. As you are n6é doubt aware, the province is considering ordering an 
evacuation of the entire KANANASKIS region. With thé femediation of Route 40 by our Engineers up to 
Kananaskis Village, and the evacuation of the special riéeds people in WWL, the Kananaskis authorities are now 
convinced that they can handle any further evacuation with their own means and will not require additional military 
assistance. Additionally, our assistance with the transpértation of tools and parts to the Kananaskis Village 
means that they now have power and potable water. If the CANMORE Area, A Coy has been manning 
information posts on the re-entry points to COUGAR CREEK, and assisted in the pumping of water from the 
hospital in CANMORE (it is now open to ambs for first time in 2 days) - they will relocate to Bow River with the 
rest of the BG tomorrow morning. 


Assessment. The local authorities in Kananaskis and Ganmore are now into the stage of re-entry and 
remediation, less the evacuation in WWL and South, which will now be managed by municipal and provincial 
assets. CO LdSH assesses that there are no longer afly tasks for his personnel. The Calgary Stampede 
Breakfast Committee is laying on a Stampede Breakfast for his BG tomorrow morning.

Under the 
lead of RCMP, elements are conducting house by houSé searches of town. For the next 24 hours, elements of the 
BG will continue to provide mobility support to joint EOG, Police, Power and Gas elements. These tasks require 
approximately a company worth of soldiers as well as supporting engineers. They will also work to continue to 
improve passage of info and coord between military, pdlice and civilian elements IOT complete tasks. 


Assessment Of some concern is that there remains a sizeable citizen footprint in the town. These pers who did 
not evac, are remaining in place but police are blocking feturn of other citizens from outside town.

PROVINCIAL OPERATIONS CENTER UPDATES 


Development Since Last Report and Current Activities: 


e Medicine Hat: Transport reports that the Trans Canada Hwy into MH will be 
closed sometime today (when safety dictates) but an alternate route to the 
West will be opened. Most bridges within MH are closed except for 
emergency vehicle travel.

Weather conditions and Forecast (information from Fire Weather Office): 
Showers and thundershowers are forecast for much of Alberta over the next few days. 
Between 5-10 mm of precipitation per day is possible for the upper portions of the Red 
Deer and Bow basins over the next few days. 


impacted Areas: 


Bow Basin: 

Bow River at Canmore - Remains under a Flood Warning. TransAlta has begun 
increasing releases from Lake Minnewanka which will maintain higher flows at Canmore 
over the next week 

Elbow River - Downstream of Glenmore Dam in Calgary: Glenmore outflows have 
decreased to 226 cms. Once the reservoir elevation is below the spillway, the intention is 
to release 160 cms to draw down the reservoir.

The Cumberland House Evacuation is occurring; the initial planning figure was for 2,200 
personnel to be evacuated. Approximately 10% of those folks have chosen to stay 
behind and will be conducting flood mitigation and preparation works. Approximately 
25% of Cumberland House is self evacuating. 


This amount of runoff is being considered a 1 in 15 year event in Saskatchewan. 

As the runoff from Alberta comes to SK, a significant amount of water management is 
occurring, Gardner Dam is releasing water to make room in Diefenbaker Lake, and the 
peak is then expected around the middle of next week. 

Along the South Saskatchewan River, very little infrastructure is anticipated to be 
affected by the upcoming runoff. Saskatoon has some small pumping stations that will 
be affected, but nothing critical at this juncture.

Rainfall expected in Saskatchewan is anticipated to only minimally increase the water 
flows through the province. 


No RFA is anticipated ATT. It is possible, but highly unlikely. 
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6. Commanders Assessment 


The water levels over the past 24 hrs have not receded however many have stabilized 
and there are no signs of lowering water levels in many of the river basins within the next 
24 hrs. | am now focused on the town of Medicine Hat which has seen the deployment 
of 1 CMBG reserve based on 3 PPCLI into the Area with LASH (RC) and 41 CBG elms 
in support. Reconnaissance movement as of 22 1800Z 06 13 Throughout the AOR 
there has been reports of death and injury with 75000 personnel dislocated from there 
homes. There is serious damage to infrastructure within and around the Calgary 
metropolis. The unique capabilities of Power, Potable Water, and Bridging remain a 
concern.

PROVINCIAL OPERATIONS CENTER UPDATES 


Development Since Last Report and Current Activities: 


Flood Watches remain in effect for streams in the Red Deer, Bow, North Saskatchewan 
and Oldman River basins. Flood Warnings have been downgraded to Flood Watches in 
the Oldman, Bow and Red Deer River basins. Flooding of areas adjacent to these 
streams may occur. 


Advisories apply to streams and their tributaries unless otherwise noted. 


In the North Saskatchewan River Basin, a Flood Watch remains in effect for the 
Clearwater River, North Saskatchewan River at the Town of Devon and the City of 
Edmonton and Nordegg River. 


In the Bow River basin, Flood Watches are in effect for the Bow River mainstream 
upstream of the City of Calgary, tributaries of the Bow River upstream of Calgary, Elbow 
River upstream of Glenmore Dam, Elbow River downstream of Glenmore Dam including 
the City of Calgary, Sheep River, Highwood River and its tributaries, Bow River 
downstream of the City of Calgary including the City of Calgary, Fish Creek and Bow 
River at the Town of Canmore and Town of Banff. 


In the Oldman River basin, Flood Watches are in effect for the Oldman River 
downstream of the Oldman Dam and Willow Creek. 


In the Red Deer River basin, a Flood Watch is in effect for the Red Deer River upstream 
of Gleniffer Reservoir including Town of Sundre. 


From Wednesday morning to Saturday morning, an intense low pressure system 
brought between 80 to 280 mm of precipitation to an area between Waterton Park and 
Banff; local amounts of up to 340 mm at stations in the upper Sheep, Elbow and Bow 
River basins have been recorded. Scattered showers and isolated thundershowers are 
forecasted for the next few days. Conditions are being monitored. 


Impacted Areas: 


Bow Basin: 

Bow River at Banff - Water levels continue to recede, however they remain above bank 
full. 

Bow River at Canmore - Releases from Lake Minnewanka are maintaining higher flows 
at Canmore. Estimated discharge is approximately 400-450 cms at this time. 

Elbow River - Downstream of Glenmore Dam in Calgary: Glenmore outflows have 
decreased to 226 cms. Once the reservoir elevation is below the spillway, the intention is 
to release 160 cms to draw down the reservoir. 

Bow River through Calgary - Releases from Bearspaw Reservoir were decreased to 
1130cms from 1250 cms at 13:00 today. 
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South Saskatchewan River at Medicine Hat: Revised forecast peak of 5300 cms early 
Monday morning provided to Medicine Hat at 15:00 today. Peak will be very broad and 
experienced over a few hours 


Red Deer River Basin: 
Red Deer River at Drumheller: Peak of 1850 cms Sunday night into Monday. 
Widespread flooding is not anticipated. 


North Saskatchewan River: 
North Saskatchewan River at Edmonton: Water level is peaking now at approximately 
2900 cms. Minor flooding of low-lying areas has been reported. 


Athabasca River: 
High Streamflow Advisory in effect. Minor flooding in low lying areas. 


Road Closures: 


e Hwy 24 at Bow River near Carseland was closed (Potentially open today) 

e Hwy 36 at the bridge over the Bow River has become a safety concern so it's 
closed. Road blocks have been placed at intersection of H386 and H530 (north 
side of bridge) and at H1 and H36 (also north side). One the south side the road 
block is at H386 and H526. All blocks are manned.

6. Commanders Assessment 


Except for Medicine Hat, the situation and water levels will allow for the transition 
from rescue and evacuation operations to the consequence management phase. 
This should set the conditions for the initiation of the drawdown of Forces (SAR 
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assets, troops) within the next 24-48 hrs. Unique CAF and consequence 
management capabilities (Bridging, Water, Power Generation) will stay in the fight 
for the time being. Close coord with the Provincial authorities will allow for 
agreement and synchronization of messaging WRT disengagement of troops.

South Saskatchewan River Basin 

A Flood Warning remains in effect for the South Saskatchewan River including the City 
of Medicine Hat. The high flows from the Oldman River and Bow River will cause river 
levels to rise quickly in the South Saskatchewan River and exceed the bankfull stage at 
Medicine Hat. 

The forecasted peak flow is approximately 5300 m3/s occurring very early Monday 
morning at the City of Medicine Hat. 


Oldman River Basin 

A Flood Warning has been downgraded to a Flood Watch for the Oldman River 
downstream of the Oldman Dam. A peak flow of 2240 m3/s (preliminary) occurred on 
Saturday night along the Oldman River near the mouth. 

A Flood Watch remains in effect for the Willow Creek. 

A High Streamflow Advisory remains in effect for the Oldman River and its tributaries 
upstream of the Oldman Reservoir, the Waterton River and its tributaries upstream of 
the Waterton Reservoir, St. Mary River and its tributaries upstream of St. Mary 
Reservoir, and the Belly River. 


Bow River Basin 

A Flood Warning remains in effect for the Bow River downstream of the City of Calgary 
including the City of Calgary. The Bow River at the mouth is currently peaking at 
approximately 3610 m3/s (preliminary). 


Forecaster’s Comments 

A Flood Warning has been downgraded to a Flood Watch for the Bow River at the Town 
of Banff and the Town of Canmore, the tributaries of the Bow River upstream of Calgary, 
the Elbow River upstream of Glenmore Dam, the Elbow River downstream of Glenmore 
Dam including the City of Calgary, Sheep River, and the Highwood River and its 
tributaries. 

A Flood Watch remains in effect for the Bow River mainstem upstream of the City of 
Calgary and also for Fish Creek. The inflows to the Ghost Reservoir and Bearspaw 
Reservoir are falling and outflows from the Bearspaw Reservoir continue to be reduced 
slowly. 


Red Deer River Basin 

A Flood Warning has been downgraded to a Flood Watch for the Red Deer River 
upstream of the Gleniffer Reservoir including the Town of Sundre. 

A Flood Warning remains in effect for the Little Red Deer River, and the Red Deer River 
downstream of the Gleniffer Reservoir, including the City of Red Deer and the City of 
Drumheller. The forecasted peak flow is approximately 1300 m3/s occurring Sunday 
evening in the City of Drumheller along the Red Deer River. 


North Saskatchewan River Basin 

A Flood Watch remains in effect for the Clearwater River and Nordegg River and the 
North Saskatchewan River at the Town of Devon and the City of Edmonton. The North 
Saskatchewan River in the City of Edmonton is currently peaking at approximately 2910 
m3/s (preliminary). A High Streamflow Advisory remains in effect for the North 
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Saskatchewan River and its tributaries upstream and downstream of the City of 
Edmonton. 


Athabasca River Basin 

A High Streamflow Advisory remains in effect for the Athabasca River upstream of Fort 
Assiniboine, Clearwater River, McLeod River upstream of Whitecourt, Clearwater 
River,and the tributaries of the Athabasca River downstream of the Town of Athabasca. 
A High Streamflow Advisory for the Hangingstone River has been ended. 

River levels in the headwaters flowing out of the eastern slopes are currently falling. 
River levels in the mainstems of the Bow River, Red Deer River, North Saskatchewan 
River, Athabasca River and South Saskatchewan River basins are rising or peaking. 
River levels of the Clearwater and tributaries of the Athabasca River downstream of the 
Town of Athabasca are falling slowly, but still remain high.

We also have Base Kitchen which could be spooled up - and 
second half of Base Kitchen can be spooled up. Given that we could accommodate 800 pers for JOINTEX at Kitchen (but 


with augmentation staff) it is reasonable to estimate that Base Kitchen could accommodate surge of 350 displaced persons 
in terms of its capacity to feed. 


4. 150 persons could conceivably go to Base Gym, and 150 to B-27. Blue rockets could be brought in to supplement 
ablution facilities. 


5. Base Accommodations will likely have capacity, | estimate we could provide rooms to 25 families (50 persons). 


6. At this juncture - this is rough order of magnitude and we will reengage all planners on Base for more accurate 
assessment of out ability to accommodate. TENT CITY is another possibility, but tentage is down and | discount that as an 
option at this time and the effort required to set it up would divert from other key efforts in sp of OP LENTUS.

7. Wx can help with displaced persons. It is estimated we can accommodate a total of 350 persons utilizing either a 
combination of Base Accommodations, Building 27 and Base Gym. The Base Kitchen is reasonably capable of handling 
this type of surge.

Specifically, 
unique capabilities (power, water, bridging) and details for the exit strategy (heavy lift, 
environment). The JSC Comd assesses that the lack of qualified and available Hwy 
Eqpt Operators continue to exist, staff checks on civilian qualifications are underway. 


DND Infra. There has been no change to the status of DND infra in affected areas. All 
Armoutries and other facilities are operating normally. Sewage lagoon at RMCC is 
holding; 

Use of Non-DND Land. CEO Calgary linked up with LCC to coord completion of Land 
Use Agreements. It has been verbally stated that all Units are completing them, 
however copies still with the deployed elms. Due to limited pers the “march-in” did not 
occur as originally intended. Plans are being formulated in order to generate additional

CJOC direction has been given to release the remaining Cormorant aircraft from Op 
LENTUS as of 241700Z (1100L). While the contribution of 442 Sqn has been 
exceptional, their unique SAR capabilities are not envisioned to be required here any 
longer. 


A similar reassessment and decision making process will take place again the morning 
of 25 Jun, with the intent of further releasing the 2 x CSS Griffons from 417 Sqn. 


There are still no specific discussions taking place regarding the draw down of 1 Wing 
assets, the assumption being that their support to the task force will be required until 
such time as the land component is largely redeployed. A phased redeployment of 
specific land component units could begin as early COB today. 


5. Civil Authority Alerts/Forecast 
Provincial Operations Centre Updates: 
Developments since last report and current activities 


Calgary: On 23 June, evacuation orders were rescinded for a significant number of 
communities (all but three) allowing approximately 65,000 residents to return home. 


Drumheller: The river is believed to have crested. Public Works have been forced to 
abandon pumping efforts so basements are now flooding in some neighbourhoods. The 
Town imposed a curfew effective 2100hrs 23 June in an effort to keep people away from 
the river banks and flood areas. The EOC is starting to prepare for their transition to the 
recovery phase. Re-entry planning has commenced. 


Medicine Hat: Early reports indicate the river peaked at approximately 5460 cms and 
has already begun to show signs of receding. Protective dykes appeared to hold 
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through the night and areas of minor concern were quickly addressed to ensure integrity 
was maintained. Critical infrastructure remains sound. There has been some flooding 
into the basement of City Hall, but this is being easily managed by pumping equipment. 
AHS has issued a Boil Water Advisory for a specific portion of Cypress County that 
borders on the east side of the city. Planning is now commencing for recovery. 


Black Diamond: The town continues work to maintain their supply of potable water. 
Residents are asked to maintain Mandatory Water Conservation until further notice. It is 
expected to take five days to complete the necessary communications repairs. 


Banff: The Town of Banff has no telephone service. Telus is deploying resources to 
repair the outage, but this will take a further six to eight hours to fix, after they arrive. 
The outage is also affecting 911 service; satellite phones have been distributed to key 
locations in the interim. 


Stoney Tribe, Morley: Many roads are impassable and Public Works is working around 
the clock to maintain and protect the FN's roads. 


Stoney Tribe, Eden Valley: All Communication is down. There is a report of damage 
to the water treatment plant. 


Tsuu Tina Nation: The community is working to get the water treatment plant up and 
running. Once back online, a Boil Water Advisory will be issued. Power may be 
intermittent while utilities are restored over the next few days. 


Siksika Nation: 220 homes have flooded, 80% have basements. Six 550-gallon water 
tanks and two 10-person shower trailer units were enroute 23 June. The west water 
treatment plant has shut down. 


Turner Valley: Turner Valley Emergency Management Agency is in the process of 
transferring control of the incident back to the municipality. 


Kneehill County: The EOC has been stood down and the SOLE terminated. River 
levels are receding in areas where the (30) residents were evacuated along the Red 
Deer River: The County has updated their Information Alert. The EOC has not received 
any reports of flooded basements or damaged infrastructure. 


The following Water Treatment Plants have been issued Boil Water Orders: 


e Canmore (entire town) 

e Harvie Heights water distribution 

e Evan Thomas (in Kananaskis Country, Delta Hotel) 

e Rafter Six — Boil water order put on by Operator 

e High River —only affects 3" floor of the hospital right now 
e MD Foothills 

e Alersyde — AHS is working on BWO 


The following Water Treatment Plants are experiencing issues: 
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e Black Diamond — Water Treatment Plant infrastructure has experienced 
catastrophic damage; plant was destroyed. Plan is to connect a fire hose froma 
turner valley hydrant to the closest Black Diamond hydrant initially by 4-inch fire 
hose — to be replaced with 6-inch irrigation pipe once fittings can be fabricated 
and pipeline strung 

e Hamlet of Carseland - raw water intake out of commission 

e City of Lethbridge - sandbagging around Water Treatment Plant 

e Town of Drumheller - sandbagging around Water Treatment Plant 

e Bearspaw (Calgary) - may lose power, have back-up 

e Carseland/Speargrass - raw water intake is flooded 

e Tsuu T’ina Nation Redwood Meadows -— Water Treatment Plant has been shut 
down until Sunday 

e Siksika Nation - West Siksika has shut down. Request for water tankers to 
increase reservoir water volumes. 

e Stoney Tribe Eden Valley — Reservoir is at 25% and water treatment plant is 
inoperable. A request for water trucks has been made with the POC 


The following Wastewater Treatment Plants are experiencing issues: 


e Bonnybrook, Pine Creek, Turner Valley, High River, Blairmore and Clarseholm 
e High River sewage station is down 


Health Impacts: The High River Hospital was evacuated early Saturday morning; no 
patients remain in the facility. AHS have withdrawn their ambulances and all but a few 
nurses have also left High River. Acute care patients from the Drumheller Hospital have 
been evacuated to facilities in Hanna, Stettler, and Three Hills. The remaining patients 
are sheltering in place. Black Diamond Hospital evacuation has been completed. 


River/Watershed Reports: 


Bow, Little Bow and Elbow Rivers 


Canmore: Residents are starting to return to their homes, if their homes were 
designated GREEN. The home owners whose homes are classified as YELLOW or RED 
met with Municipal staff to discuss re-entry requirements and safety concerns. There is 
two-way, restricted traffic flowing between Banff and Canmore. Town 
infrastructure projects continue and work is moving into recovery phases. 


Kananaskis: Evacuations are continuing for those isolated by road closures. 
Stoney Tribe, Eden Valley: There is a boil water advisory in effect for Eden Valley. 
Calgary: Evacuation orders for all but a few communities have been lifted. Calgary is 


working to source Safety Code Officers to facility re-entry into both residences and 
worksites. 
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Tsuu T’ina Nation: Residents are being allowed to return to their homes, however, they 
will be without water service for at least 48 hours. 


Siksika Nation: Both East and West Siksika Public Water supplies have been 
compromised and Health Canada has placed the region under a Boil Water Advisory 
and Water Restriction Advisory. 


Highwood River 
High River: The town is starting re-entry planning and developing criteria to allow re- 


entry to proceed. They are mapping out the town in 4 classifications: buildings not 
damaged; buildings with some damage but safe for habitation; buildings with significant 
damage that prevents habitation but that can be remediated; and buildings which will 
likely have to be demolished. 


Sheep River 


Turner Valley: Evacuation Notices are now all lifted. Turner Valley Emergency 
Management Agency is in the process of transferring control of the incident back to the 
municipality. 


Red Deer River 


Drumheller: The river was reported as peaking during the early evening of 23 June. 
Approximately 3,300 residents had been given evacuation notices; though a significant 
number of residents opted to remain in their homes. The reception centre and ESS 
operations were functioning well. 


South Saskatchewan River 


Medicine Hat: Approximately 10,000 people from low lying areas have been evacuated. 
Municipal ESS have over 1550 evacuees registered at their reception centre.

(Open to emergency vehicle only 
from Exshaw to Canmore) 
e Hwy 40 from Highwood Pass to Highway 1. (Open to emergency vehicle only 
from Highway 1 to village) : 


Analysis / Assessment: Recovery efforts are beginning in many communities. As 
flooded areas are accessed, the true scope and spread of the damage is becoming 
known. Recovery and remediation in many areas will be a long-term and costly 
proposition. 


The POC is tracking the later stages of the current peak passing through Medicine Hat. 
At this point, it appears that the community is not being hit nearly as hard as was feared. 
A more informed damage assessment, expected later today, will aid in framing the level 
and degree of recovery required by this community. The POC is working hard to 
maintain situational awareness. Support to the displaced residents of High River is a top 
priority. Efforts to identify options for near-term interim accommodations for those 
residents currently in reception centres, are progressing well and will be provided to local 
authorities for consideration today. In light of the status of the peak in Medicine Hat, the 
likelinood that the entire region will be transitioning into a recovery stage over the next 
24 hours, is high. Notwithstanding, it is fully recognized that the challenges ahead will 
remain significant and require a whole of GoA approach

Water flows through Saskatoon are slightly higher than predicted at 3400m3/s. Prince Albert may be 
slighlty affected by this. 


Manitoba: Several small communities in S MB are under a flood warning due to extremely heavy rain last 
night. States of emergency have been issued as levels of local rivers rise as a result of floodwaters from 
Alberta. The Pas, along with the Opaskwayak Cree Nation and the Rural Municipality of Kelsey, are both 
under a state of emergency due to flooding. At least three other Manitoba municipalities have declared 
states of emergency as they deal with flash flooding caused by heavy rainfall over the weekend. 


In the Rural Municipality of Pipestone, which includes Reston, a total of 75 homes were flooded and 12 to 
15 roads were washed out by the heavy rainfall. The water levels have started to recede. A state of 
emergency also remains in place in the Rural Municipality of Albert, where seven roads have been closed 
due to heavy rainfall, with at least one fully washed out.

As you can see below from Nick's detailed Sitrep, the Director and the Chief of Operations of the High River EOC 
confirmed this evening that they have no further tasks for the military, including for the Constr Tp that finished up its 
tasks this evening. Nic also highlights that we are verging on the point where we may have an impact on necessary 
training in order to maintain our TF 1-13 readiness over the leave period. Finally, he points out that we may have crossed 
the threshold where we are becoming a burden on the limited resources and infrastructure of the town. 
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I completely concur with his assessment - as you know I spent the afternoon in High River. [ believe that we have crossed 
the point on the graph that you showed me that clearly indicates that it is time for the remaining 250 members of the 1 VP 
BG to return to barracks. 


L will still have close to 200 members of | CER in Cochrane who will stay until at least the morning of 27 Jun, and 125 
pers in the FSG in Airdrie. The LdSH IRU is at 6 hrs NTM as of 260800 Jun 13. The 2 VP IRU is at normal NTM in 
Shilo. I will be moving my LCC back to Edmonton tomorrow (50 pers), but I personally will stay in Calgary with the 
Bde SM until such time as at least one more unit (1 VP or 1 CER) are released from their tasks.

Subject: Current Situation - High River - 25 June 


Colonel, 


You are already tracking the thinning out of BG elements today. To confirm, I currently have BG HQ, Admin Coy, B 
Coy vehicles and crews, 11 Fd Sqn complete and an CE Troop here in High River. 


Military activities today were focused on some construction engr tasks for plumbers and electricians etc, as well as 
support to the EOC. This support to the EOC has consisted of the further development of the ground maneouvre trace as 
discussed yesterday, as well as some planning support to the development of the re-entry plan. I would stress that this 
support has been very minor, as it has largely involved assistance from our LO in the EOC and we have purposefully 
avoided becoming the loudest voice in the room since we are very much in a supporting role. As you can imagine, it is 
difficult not to take charge of this very important aspect of the efforts here in High River, but I am very sensitive to the 
fact that we cannot "own" this plan. My team was able to assist the municipal officials here with completing the initial 
draft of the re-entry plan. This will be briefed to the Mayor either tonight or early tomorrow morning. We are not 
involved in this brief. 


I have discussed next steps with the Director of the EOC, Brian Cornforth as well as the Chief of Operations for the EOC, 
Conrad Westerson. They have both indicated that they no longer see a role for the military here in High River. I asked 
specifically about the engineer boats and construction troop. They feel that they have access to suitable boats in the event 
that there is an emergency in the deeply flooded areas. They indicated that the water levels will likely drop tomorrow in 
some areas since they have completed work on one of the two dyke systems today and are already pumping water out of 
these low lying areas. 


[have also confirmed that they do not see a requirement to keep our construction troop pers involved in the restoration 
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efforts. The Troop has been very useful but only involves 18 pers and they don't offer any specific expertise that does not 
already exist among civilian contracted resources. In fact, there may be a danger that the military could be accused of 
taking work from these contractors if they continue their work here. As you know, more and more resources are being 
brought into High River and the city engineers, Telus, ATCO and Fortis power employees are doing outstanding work to 
restore critical infrastructure here. Today, city work crews have been clearing streets, towing cars and removing 
sandbags from store fronts. They have restored pumps to the key sewer lift stations and they were functioning this 
evening. The potable water system will also likely be restored tomorrow and power is available in many parts of the city 
but has not been turned on until the EOC deems it safe to do so. The efforts are very much transitioning to clean up tasks 
within the downtown core, along key routes and around critical infrastructure. As you know, we do not see a role for 
military resources as part of this clean up operation at this time. 


I conducted a number of media interviews today and provided 4 x LAVs to assist with the tpt of reporters to a key area of 
town. Most of the questions were focused on restoration of basic utilities and what type of dangers still exist in the 
community. There is growing angst among the citizens who remain in High River and those who left and are not allowed 
back. Iam concerned that if we remain in High River much longer, we may become part of the problem vice the solution 
as we could become a burden. 


Based on my discussions with the EOC Director and the amazing work that has been completed and indeed ongoing by 
the utility companies and municipal resources, | believe it is time for us to completely disengage from High River. We 
will recognize the amazing support provided to us particularly by the Highwood High School and the Fire Dept. I will 
offer to the mayor that we would be happy to return at some point in the future and recognize the efforts of all the people 
involved in this disaster relief in High River and even bring some LAVs back for a parade or a rodeo if he would like. 


With your permission, I would like to send B Coy vehs back to Edm at 0800hrs tomorrow followed by the remainder of 
the BG elements throughout the remainder of the morning. The Minister of Public Safety will be here tomorrow morning 
for a short media event. I am told that only the RCMP will be involved in this but I will be prepared to be present if 
required. 

As we look at the next bound, I am very concerned that if the remainder of 1 VP does not return to Edm within the next 
24hrs, we will adversely impact our PCF crses and our D+90 trg for TF 1-13. We are relying on the next two weeks to 
complete some critical PCF crse prerequisite trg in order to ensure we can meet the requirements for this high readiness 
gateway trg.

6. Env and Safety. 

a. Out-clearance teams were at Canmore, Bow Valley Campground, Airdrie and High River. Out-clearances have 
been complete in Medicine Hat. Overall landowners are mostly pleased with not only the state of their properties but 
additional work the CAF has done to improve some of the sites. Direction was issued via JOC on the washing vehicles 
and eqt (including boats) for returning units.

a. Sigs det have returned to normal base support. The Service Desk has return to operating at regular business hours, 
after hours calls to be addressed by Duty O. 


8. CFB Wainwright. 
a. Wx is preparing for a convoy operation which is scheduled to launch 27 0100 Jun 2013 from Garrison Wainwright 
in order to retrieve 1 x RTCH and MGB.

a. Support from BATUS requested. Fuel expended from BATUS is as follow. Diesel 10,275 litres, Gasoline 648 
litres. 


b. CO Assessment. The river flow rate at 0615h was approximately 2,190 cubic meters per second and dropping. 
Med Hat will be notified once the flow reaches 1,300 cubic meters per second - anticipated for Friday. Key 
Infrastructure is still at risk if berms collapse. Areas within the city are being opened up for inspection to allow residents 
to return but there remain serious health concerns in some areas because of sewage backup into homes. Reoccupation 
may take longer than many anticipate.
